An oil macadam rock road, to cor- 


respond in all practical details with 
the construction used on the county 
boulevards, is to be built on Lark 
Ellen street, through a joint agree- 
ment 
between 
the county highway 


commission and the property-owners 
abutting on the highway. The news 
of this improvement 
was 
released 


this week by County Highway Engi- 
neer Joyner, who made a trip to Co- 
vina to look over the territory. 


Before the county supervisors took 


up the matter of laying this street 
in macadam, 
the 
property-holders 


were all consulted, and have agreed 
to furnish the labor of making, the 
road. The county will furnish the oil 
and crushed rock to be be laid down 
on the job. 


This improvement means that West 


Covina and Irwindale districts are to 
have a good hard-surface road ,to 
connect with the boulevards, so that 
there will be continuous good roads 
from the 
lower countries 
leading 


directly into Covina city. The county 
boulevard now bisects Irwindale and 
Baldwin Park, and the city of Covina 
is just completing the strip of macad- 
am on San Berr.ardlno road. As the 
bids can be prepared the county will 
order the work done. All bids, accord- 
ing to Supervisor Manning, will be 
invited of a limited number of respon- 
sible and reputable firms.

England is beginning to place a supervision over her incipient con- 


sumptives. Slow as the mother country has been in arriving at this 
decision, .she is ahead of the remainder of the world. 


To Covina oeasionally comes a man or woman suffering with this 


disease in its various stages. As a rule it is a man who attracts pub- 
lic notice, for a woman is generally taken care of in a more Chris- 
tian fashion. A man will come here and get a room in some lodging- 
house, and begin to solicit for work. Most of them are too weak to 
walk. They don't start here from the cost unlil every hope of living 
there is gone. They are shipped here by friends who do it as a last 
resort, or by eastern officials who want to get rid of them. 


We only sec a very few of them in Ihe run of the year, and perhaps 


few people notice them. But, besides being themselves hopeless cases, 
they are a terrible menace to the public. If a person has money and 
comes here they will get out on a ranch, and many cures have been 
effected through a combination of money find common sense. 


But the United States should exercise a benevolent tyrany over con- 


sumptives. A person found to be suffering from this disease should 
at once be arrested, and placed under federal care. Consumption is 
a curable disease. But give tho person his or her freedom to choose, 
and the choice will be to stay where they were born and brought up, 
and where they live in a hive of humanity, there to die and leave the 
seeds of other deaths all around them. Or. as in the case with many 
thousands, they have no choice; but to die where stricken. 


To conceal a case of consumption from the federal authorities 


should be made a misdemeanor with citizens and a felony with physi- 
cians, and the sufferer should become a federal prisoner until the 
necessity is past. Through such legislation Uncle Sam would come 
more closely in contact with sanitary questions, and it might result 
in a landslide of splendid reform.

Manager Wright of Covina Company 


Appears Before Them—Town Is 


Rapidly Growing. 


Puente. 
tbe hustling 
little com- 


munity 
seven miles 
across 
the 


"Lucky" Baldwin plains to the south 
of Covina, is chafing at some delays 
that retarded progress. Since Puente 
awoke to the call of prosrqss about 
two years ago, things do not move fast 
enough for her. They have a commun- 
ity of splendid boosters over there, 
and are making a model town. They 
want a telephone exchange of their 
own, and they held a big meeting last 
Monday night to decide upon this ques 
tion. The meeting was presided over 
by A. G. Claybaugh, who represents 
the Puente Lumber Company. The Pu 
ente Journal says: 


Mr. George E. Cross called the meet- 


ing to order at 8 o'clock, and Intro- 
duced F. H. Wright, manager of tho 
Covina telephone company. 
He gave 


a brief history of the company's busi- 
ness from the time of its organization 
in 1902, to date. He compared the con- 
ditions here with the situation in Co- 
vina when the company was started 
with 75 subscribers, and showed that 
a local exchange could be established 
without any of tho handicaps or dis- 
couraging obstacles with which the 
original organization had to contend; 
and that the desired extensions and 
improvements could bo secured with- 
out the necessity of organizing a new 
company, but by merely helping in a 
very small way to finance the old com- 
pany. The plan submitted by the com- 
•pany was as follows: "To secure a 
.lot, erect a suitable building for a lo- 
•cal exchange and extend lines through- 
out the district adjacent, 
to 
Puente 


will require an initial investment of 
$5000.00, 
and 
an 
equal amount to 


carry out the work of extending the 
lines. While $10,000.00 will not cover 
the expense of this work, the propo- 
sition is offered to Puento if its citi- 
zens will invest that amount in stock 
and bonds of the company. This was 
shown to be the best and most eco- 
nomical plan, as was demonstrated 
when the Azusa and Glendora districts 
•installed their exchruge. 


The Covina Home Telephone Com- 


pany has been on a paying basis al- 
most from the start, and the earnings 
have been 9 per cent, yearly, paying 
6 per cent, dividends to the stock- 
holders and 3 per cent, to the surplus 
fund. The Company is operating on a

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OVERHEAD SYSTEM IS NOW BEING 


INSTALLED FOR COVINA ORCHARDS 


An 
overhead 
irrigating 
system, 


something after the method employed 
on some ranches in the Porterville 
district, but having incorporated' also 
a number of his own ideas, is being 
installed for David Overholtzer on his 


• navel and Valencia grove fronting on 
• Badillo street. It is the first to be in- 


stalled in Covina, and the first to be 
tried of its kind in Southern Califor- 
nia. It does away entirely with the 
.concrete lateral system, and the sys- 
, tern of irrigating in furrows or in 
basins. 
. 


The Overholtzer system is one of 


the largest in its growth of trees in 
the district, and if the owner desired 
to do so, he could put it on the mar- 
ket with the honest assertion that it 
is one of the very finest orange groves 
in Southern California, which means 
In any part of the world. The trees 
have become so large that each year 
finds the problem of irrigation and 
cultivation under the old system just 
a little more difficult, and, although 
the owner has made no such state- 
ment, the time is arriving when or- 
dinary methods of cultivation will be 
abandoned for. that of mulching and 
the growing of vetch and other cover- 
crops. The overhead system is one 
of the steps being taken toward hand- 
ling a mature grove in the most mod- 
ern and practical way. 


Mr. Overholtzer stated this - week 


that the system will not be ready for 
inspection for at least a month, or 
perhaps longer, and he says that when 
it is In operation he will be glad to 
explain its system to anyone. But, 
in the meantime, he has requested 
the newswriter to impress it upon the 
public that there is nothing to be gain- 


ed by visiting the grove at this time. 
The owner wishes to complete the 
system without having visitors on the 
ranch, as they bother the men who 
are installing the system. 


THE OVERHEAD PLAN. 


Running north and south from the 


.pumping plant, the latter being sit- 
uated on the northeast corner of the 
erove, is a six-inch .steel pipe head- 
linc.-buried about thirty inches in the 
ground. 
Running east and west be- 


tween the rows of trees are lateral 
iron pipes from an inch and one-quar- 
ter to an inch and three-quarters in 
diameter, according to the necessity 
and position in the grove. These lat- 
erals are fastened to the head-line, 
and are about five feet higher than 
the highest tree in the orchard. The 
laterals are run on standards, made of 
two-inch galvanized iron pipe. These 
standards are set in the ground near- 
ly three feet and cemented into place. 
The laterals are crossed north and 
south by heavy guy-wires that strain 
the system 
up taut, 
making big 


squares of the laterals above each 
row. Each pipe-line is to water one- 
half of the row on each side. 


The overhead 
pipe-lines may be 


either fitted with spray nozzles at 
very frequent intervals, or be allowed 
to jet out small streams, according 
to the best method, a matter to be 
tested. 
The standards 
which hold 


the pipe-lines in place are cemented 
into the ground about six or eight 
feet from the tree. These standards 
stand out several feet from the branch- 
es, and at first glance, will offer some 
difficulty in cultivating, providing, the 
cultivating is carried on according to 
the old method. 
But the standards

could not be set beneath the trees, 
near the trunks, because of the fact 
that the trees must be fumigated eacn 
year, or every other year. With an 
iron standard sticking up above the 
top of the tree for several feet, the 
problem of throwing a fumigating tent 
over the tree is made more difficult, 
although it could be done if the trees 
were fumigated with derrick tents, 
as will probably be the case when 
they get a little larger than at pres- 
ent 


IRRIGATE LIKE RAIN. 


With a heavy pressure coming from 


his pumping plant, Mr. Overholtzer 
will, be able to'throw a spray continu- 
ously over his entire orchard* or, if 
he wishes, shut the spray off in one 
part of the orchard, and irrigate a 
.portion of it at a time. 


This naturally leads to new condi- 


tions in every portion of the work of 
caring for an orchard. 
Much of the 


bad 
effect 
of 
the 
ground system, 


where irrigation is done in furrows, 
is that the top-soil is gradually (and 
sometimes not so gradually) washed 
from the higher portions of the ranch 
to the lower end, where it settles 
about the treees and in time buries 
the crown roots beneath the surface. 
A tree cannot breathe properly, or 
properly perform its functions with 
its crown roots buried. Then too, be- 
sides impoverishing the upper end of 
the orchard, the furrow system car- 
ries too much fertilizer to the lower 
end, where often it is found that the 
land becomes sour, and overloaded 
with plant-food. The trees at the low- 
er end are forced under unnatural 
conditions, and the result is, as many 
can testify, that gum disease, and 
other citrus diseases, break out at the 
lower end of the ranch. Many ranch- 
es in Southern California have ex- 
perienced 
this 
trouble, 
especially 


where the fall of the land is sharp. 
Many ranchers have spent a great 
deal of money, carting the top-soil 


back again from the lower to* the 
upper end of the ranch. 


With the overhead 
system, the 


ranch can be prepared with a heavy 
coating of mulch, put on uniformly, ef- 
fectually stopping any, or nearly all 
of the flowing of the water. The mulch 
is not disturbed to make furrows, and 
it is thought that the necessity for 
cultivation, according to the old sys- 
tem, 
will largely cease. 
The over- 


head system 
makes it 
possible to 


mulch heavily in tho summer, instead 
of being obliged to fiirrow out the 
rows each month to get ready for 
irrigation. This mulch keeps the land 
moist all the time, making possible 
the growth of benevolent bacteria, for, 
it is demonstrated that, where the 
ground remains continuously moist 
enough to insure good and steady 
plant-growth, the bacteria in the form 
of'angle worms and other soil-vermin, 
will flourish, and where angle worms 
are found, the soil is in a good con- 
dition for plants. 


BENEFICIAL IN MANY WAYS. 
Another argument for the overhead 


system that has found favor, is the 
fact that the rancher who setting out 
a new grove in a new country, need 
not spend a large amount of money 
levelling his ground, as is now neces- 
sary in order to run water in furrows.' 
The overhead system is only possi- 
ble at present where a rancher has 
a pumping plant to supply his irrigat- 
ing water. Under the system of tak- 
ing monthly turns for water from a 
gravity-flow ditch, the overhead sys- 
tem would be of no use, as a pressure 
must be obtained to force the water 
to the laterals above. 


Mr. Overholtzer is non-committal in 


his statements as to what the new 
system will accomplish, and will make 
no statements in advance of its com- 
pletion. He did say, however, that he 
expected the system to eradicate the 
red spider, which is a pest that has 
caused a good deal of trouble in the 
orange groves this year, but he did 


not think that the constant spraying 
of water would have much or any ef- 
fect on tho black scale, which at- 
taches itself to a leaf with a gummy 
excretion of its own, making it dif- 
ficult to eradicate until it has been 
killed by cyanogen fumes. After the 
black scale has been killed by fumi- 
gation, the overhead system will serve 
like rain to thoroughly wash the tree 
of the dead scale. 


It is 
claimed that 
not nerely so 


much water will be necessary for ir- 
rigation through this system. The ex- 
pense of cultivation will be cut down 
very materially, if not* eliminated al- 
together, and the "make ready" busi- 
ness of furrowing out will not be done. I 
Groves fitted with the overhead sys-! 
tern will come to look more nearly' 
like the ones in Florida, whose floors : 
are either green the year around with; 
some cover crop, or are covered with 
a heavy, rotting mulch. 


Covina Becomes 


The Boulevard City 


Principal Streets Already Laid Down 


In Asphalt and Macadam, With 


County Work Surrounding. 


In round numbers the city of Co- 


vina has spent on its streets in the 
past two years $160,000. This is the 
work done in asphalt and oil macad- 
am within the city mile-square, and 
which has been .paid for by the pro- 
perry-holders abutting on the various 
streets. The figures do not include 
the cost of the center of Badillo street, 
which expense was bourne by the Pa- 
cific Electric railroad, and as the work 
was done by the railroad no figures 
are available as to the cost of this 
strip.. 


To lay down the mile of Center 


street cost the property-holders $14,- 
000. 
This was an oil macadam im- 


provement. 
Citrus avenue for the 


mile cost $38,000, both asphalt and 
macadar.i. San Bernardino road (not 
quite completed), cost $29,000; Cot- 
tage 
Drive, College street, Orange 


street and Navilla Place together cost 
about $30,000; Badillo street, $27,000. 
The next street to be improved for 
the mile is Puente street, which was 
advertised last Week. 


Besides the work done within,the 


city, the county has connected Covina 
with the middle-valley route of .the 
Good Roads, system, joining on to the 
city .work on San Bernardino road 
Three miles of concrete and oil ma- 
cadam is now being laid by the coun- 
ty on Citrus avenue to connect the 
city work with the county road, mak- 
ing a straight boulevard north to the 
Foothill boulevard, which follows the 
Sierra Madre hills. On the south of 
Covina still another county boulevard 
follows the contour of the San Jose 
hills.

that made this trek in the year after 
Marshall found gold, is very small, 
and dwindling more rapidly than the 
Grand Army of tha Republic. 


About the only thing which the ven- 


erable man of the gold-days could 
point to out of the Covina valley and 
recognize as of old is the stern head 
of "Old Badly," in the northeast, tow- 
ering out of the lesser peaks of the 
Sierra Madre, white as his own hair 
and beard. About the only thing he 
might recognize in the city of Los 
Angeles as a comrade of 1850 is the 
old Plaza church, which Mr. Chamber- 
lin says he saw from a bare hill above 
the town. He could have bought the 
hill he stood on for less than the price 
of a sack of flour, but if anybody had 
sold it to him they would have grinned 
'behind their hands. Now, the old pa- 
triarch hears that the city is to spend 
many millions of dollars to tear this 
hill away, because there is need for 
the' ground beneath it. 


Mr. Chamberlin had been born in 


the quiet community of Loulsburg, in 
Pennsylvania, and had looked upon no 
particular excitement during the years 
that mounted him to manhood. There 
were rumors and wild stories of an 
Eldorado beyond thje Rockies, '"but 
Daniel Webster had called it all a 
desert, and had urged congress to 
swap all on the 
other side of the 


mountains for the Alaskan seal fish- 
eries. Some had attempted the long 
traverse over tho laramia priarles, 
and letters that tardily came around 
the Horn told how few of the cara- 
vans reached that country which the 
early settlers had named a terrestrial 
paradise. 


But there were nine young men in 


Chamberlin's party who started from 
the Illinois town on April 2, 1850, A 
rough map, and long days and nights 
of study on meager information, had 
equipped them as best it could for this 
plunge into an unknoWn country. A 
two-horse wagon and four horses to 
take turns at pulling it. As much grub, 
tools and weapons as they dared to 
pile on the wagon, and the courage of

Outside the beautiful bungalow in 


the center of Covina orange groves, 
as he told the story, wide ribbons of 
crystal water were flowing between 
the rows in the orchard, and a great 
head-gate was roaring musically with 
the force of the irrigating water from 
the San Gabriel canyon.

several days toward a spring of wa- 
ter in one of the buttes," said Mr. 
Chamberlin. "It's so long ago, I don't 
even remember the names of the men 
with me—there were Buchanan, and 
Steadman, and King, and tho two Mc- 
Connell brothers, and, yes, there was 
John Barker. 
It finally came to a 


case where they were played out, and 
I left John back on the desert, for 
we were pretty close to where it was 
fcaid we would find the spring.

I got to the place. I found several 
men camped in a little canyon, and 
when I looked at them, one of them 
was just at that moment drinking 
out of the can. I asked them to show 
me the spring. 
They replied that 


there was no spring—-that there wa-< 
no water in the hills. Jt seemed that 
someone had left a big keg of water 
hung up at some time when the rains 
were washing down the hill, and these 
men had found it. 
I told them that I 


had to have water- -hut John was dv- 
ing in the desert. I finally got started 
back with canteens full, and after I 
found John, we Ktumbl<-d a< rush the 
trail of tv,o people., and pretty .soon 
we haw a man and a woman staguer- 
ing aJong the sandy trail.

have studied the history of California. 
This man, who once ran for governor, 
was the Good Samaritan of that jour- 
ney over into the Land of Heart's De- 
sire. Many maligned him in that time, 
and Waldo is accused of taking mon- 
ey from the helpless emigrants, but 
Chmuberlin says this is not so — that 
the reverse is the truth— that Waldo 
spent his fortune in a desire to relieve 
the situation during the years of 1849 
to 1853. Flour wus dealt out free at 
his command. 


It was to one of these free-flour 


camps that Chamberlin applied, af- 
ter his experience with the old 'cou- 
ple that had given him bread. The 
man in charge asked him if he had 
any money. 


"Of course I have money," said 


Chemberlin. "If I had no 
nioney 
I 


wouldn't come here for flour." 


"Then you can get nothing here," 


said the provision man. "This flour is 
for those who have no money." 


"Then I'll pitch my nioney in the 


creek and come back. I've got to have

The following is copied from the 


41st State Fruit Growers' Convention 
held at Santa Barbara, by Dr. Hopkins 
of Illinois, on Ground Limestone: 


"Occasionally one says ho would 


rather use burned lime because it is 
more readily available. It is less read- 
ily available. The ground lime is al- 
ready in the available form. Further- 
more, there is no difficulty whatever 
regarding the availability of ground 
limestone. 
It is too available." He

The largest well owned by a pri- 


vate coucern in the Covina valley is. 
the one just completed and in full 
operation for Reed & -Meickle, at the 
foot of Lark Ellen street, in the new ; 
"Lucky"' Baldwin orange subdivision, i 
about three miles southwest of the' 
center of Covina city. This well is i 
pumping about 160 inches of water, 
which is enough to supply 800 acres 
of oranges. 
Although many success- 


ful wells surround it in this district, 
this one, because of its size is doing 
much to advertise the success of the 
new orange district that has been 
added to the famous Coviua belt. 


A concrete caisson twelve feet in 


Jiameter and 12N feet deep lias been 
built, which is lar.ei.'p tinn the or*-'

Covina Irrigating Company at Bald- 
win Park. The Covina company built 
a caisson eight feet in diaim-Urr and 
1*2 feet in depth, but the difference in 
the two constructions is that the new , 
caisson for Reed & Meickle is built 
to form the top of two wells, while 
the Baldwin Park plant of the Covina 
Irrigating Company is built in two 


units, with the wells about 20u I'eet 
apart. 


After cementing the caisson down 


I-8 feet, the Reed &. Meickle construc- 
tion then goes down in two separate 
wells. 
The owners have installed a 


Oonld vertical centrifugal pump, and 
it is operated by a direct power lino 
from the electric station of the Pa- 
cific Light and Power Company, sit- 
uated at the mouth of the San Ga- 
brie! canyon. Mr. Meickle owns sep- 
arately another an'd smaller well on 
Hollenbeck street, which has been 
spoken of before.

Argus has pointed out before, the Va-l 
lencia Heights district, which joins Co- 
v!na on the south, has been made to

the setting out of Valencia oranges' 


and lemons. It is worthy of stating 
more than once that much of this 
land in Valencia Heights was purchas- 
ed for $250 an acre two years ago, 
and that portions of it have been sold 
(luring the past summer for JILT.O per 
acre. 
This 
land 
where 
Valencia 


Heights is situated is as productive as 
any in the Covina district, where land 
with bearing orchards sells for $2000 
per acre and up, but the difference 
has been that the new land had no 
water on it.
